knowledge the receipt of your favor 
of too 25'uh :nst., and to thank you 
for your very frank inquiry. 1 am 
surprised to learn that there is doubt in 
the mind of any one as to my position 
on the money question. In a speech in 
congress on the war revenue bill last 
April I said, touching this question: 


"Let the world know that we mean 


business and have the dollars to do busi 
ness with—dollars that will pay one 
hundred cents in all quarters of the 
world. We must not experiment with 
dollars of doubtful value or tbe credit of 
the nation, when men are ready to die 
in upholding its dignity and honor, and 
one hundred thousand at this moment 
are in arms for that purpose. We be- 
lieve we have the bravest of the brave in 
arms today. We will pay them in the 
best money known to men." 


To this I will add, answering your 


categorical question, that I am un- 
equivocally for tbe single gold stand- 
ard. Tbe experience of tbe past two 
years has demonstrated that hereafter 
there can be bnt two parties and two 
platforms on the money question. One 
party plants itself squarely upon the 
single gold standard and tho other nn 
dertakes to make a fluctuating metal a 
measure of value. This is one of the 
vital issues of this campaign and I am 
pleased to know that you and other 
gold democrats, to whom the republi- 
can party owed so mnch in 1896, so re- 
gard it.

pavilion early in the evening and eat 
Innch. He offered a ten-dollar bill in 
payment, but tbe proprietor of the cart 
could not change it. About 9:45 Green 
came in again and ordered more food 
He was asked for the payment of wnat 
he had previously eaten, but said that 
he had no money. The proprietor then 
tried to put him out of the cart. Ed- 
ward Moore, who was seated in the cart 
at the time, went to the proprietor's as- 
sistance and in the scuffle which ensued 
was stabbed by Green with a dirk. The 
weapon penetrated his intestines. 
After 


this, it is said. Green stabbed his victim 
twice more. 
Green then disappeared 


down the Portsmouth railroad track, 
and afterward went to the Clifton house, 
and then boarded a trolley car. 


Meanwhile Moore was assisted back 


to the lunch cart and sat down. He 
said that he WPS bleeding to death. Ev- 
erything that was possible was done 
for him, but he slowly passed away. An 
examination showed that one wound 
penetrated the bowels; a second cut a 
long gash ou oue side, and a third was 
between the ribs near the heart.

his home was in Koxbury, Vermont, he

In the 
case of these injured peoples, to perform 
the oflice of a priest, and present the sin 
oft (rings of American Christians in vi- 
carious atonement for the behavior ol 
their follow countrymen.

Chinese work must appeal to our self- 
respect ar, Christians.

It has won its way to victory, not by 
argument, but by demonstration. It has 
produced Its specimens. Christianized 
men and women from the ranks of the 
Infei'ior rac^. That Is what the Ameri 
can Missionary association has done In 
the case of the Indian and the negro, 
and that is what it la doing In the casu 
of the Chinese. 


Here, too, is the laboratory In which 


must be justified the faith of

churches in missions in China. Hen1 
are a few thousands of Chinese in Amer- 
ica: what can we make of them? If the 
answer had come back from the Chris- 
tians of the Pacific slope, "We cannot 
make anything of them; we must give 
thum up."—then I would not give much 
lor the future of Christians in China. 
Hut what has been the answer of tho 
workers on the coast? Have they given 
the Chinese up? No. indeed. "Come and

Chinese, earnest, faithful, exemplary.
